ROME. — (INS) — While ne- 
gotiations preceeded for an 
amicable settlement of the dis- 
pute between the Roman Catho- 
lic church and the Italian gov- 
ernment, the Vatican declared 
in an official statement today 
that the law under which the 
Fascist authorities ordered disso- 
lution of the Azzione Cattolica 
and other church organizations 
was invalid. 

The Vatican stated the disso- 
lution was ordered under a law 
of 1927 which was superseded in 
1929 by the Concordat which 
ended the 60-year-old breach be- 
tween church and state in Italy. 

For this reason, the Vatican 
declared: The Italian govern- 
ment “Cannot inyoke this prev- 
fous law.”

Governor Roosevelt Speaks 

FRENCH LICK SPRINGS. Ind. 
—(INS) — The difficult times 
through which the country is now 
pasing call for political and econo- 
mic leadership of high quality, and 
perhaps experiments which have 
not been tried, Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of New York, told the 
annual conference of governors to- 
day in a speech in which he advyo- 
cated 2 closer relationship between 
agriculture and industry. 

The speech of the New York gov- 
nernor was listened to with rapt at- 
tention by the twenty odd govérnors 
attending the conference for Roose- 
velt is generally rated the foremost 
contender for thé democratic presi- 
dential nomination in 1932. And 
although he strove to keep his 
speech within the non political lines 
of the governors conference, it was 
inevitable that national political in- 
terpretations were placed upon it. 

“Land Utilization”—Subject 

The subject allotted Gov. Roose- 
velt of the carefully restricted pro- 
gram of the conference was’ “land 
utilization and state planning,” but 
he managed to go beyond the tech- 
nical limits of this academic sub- 
ject and to review the whole econ- 
ore trends of the time in his ad- 

ess. 


The time has passed in this coun- 
try, he said, when industry and 
agriculture can proceed on thé old 
hit-or-miss basis. The time has 
come, he said. for careful, intelli- 
gent planning by state and national 
governments, to the end that there 
shall be a balanced and rational re- 
lationship between agriculture and 
industry, and a more equitable dis- 
tribution of whatever prosperity is 
at hand. 

In this connection, he advocated 
the retirement from cultivation of 
a lot of waste land in this country 
and the reforestation of the lan as 
retired. In this way, he suggested,

“Our country was 
developed in a highly 
tic way. But the a 
highly organized system of industry 
and the growth of a huge popula- 
tion have created néw and highly 
complicated problems. 

“More and more, those who are 
the victims of dislocations and de- 
fects of our social and economic 
life are beihning to ask insistently 
of us who are in positions of. public 
responsibility why government can- 
not and should not act to protect its 
citizens from disaster. I think that 
the ultimate answer is that govern- 
ment, both state and national, must 
accept the responsibility of doing 
what it can do—soundly with con- 
sidered forethought, and along de- 
finitely constructive, not passive 
lines. 

“These lines fall naturally into a 
number of mainffeads, such, for in- 
stance, as scientific tariff aimed 
priiaarily to create a movement of 
world commodities from one nation 
to another; such as a better 
thoughtoyf system of national taxa- 
tion than we have at present; such 
as a plan to cut the excessive cost 
of local government; such. as the 
extension of the principle of insur- 
ance to cover fields of sickness and 
of unemployment which are not 
now reached; such as the disloca- 
tion of a proper balance between 
urban and rural life.

“The immediate situation was 
met by the enactment of several 
types of laws that resulted in the 
relief of farms from an uneven tax 
burden. 

“First, the state adopted addi- 
tional state aid for rural education.

Suggests Production Surveys 

“We propose to find out exactly 
what every part of this state is cap- 
able of producing. From the sur- 
veys already made we have come to 
the belief that a certain percentage 
of the farms in the state now under 
cultivation ought to be abandoned 
for agricultural use. We are faced 
with a situation of hundreds of 
farmers attempting to farm under 
conditions where it is impossible to 
maintain an American standard of 
living. They are slowly breaking 
their hearts, their health and their 
pocket books against a stone wall of 
impossibilities and yet they produce 
enough farm products to add to the 
national surplus, furthermore, their 
products are of such low quality 
that they injure the reputation and 
usefulness of the better class of 
farm products of the state which 
are produced, packed, shipped along 
modern economic lines. 

Free Planting Suggested 

“Tf this is true in the state of 
New York, it is, I am convinced, 
equally true of practically every 
other state east of the Mississippi 
and of at least some of the states 
west of the Mississippi. 

“What then are we to do with 
this sub-marginal land which ought 
to be withdrawn from agriculture? 
Here we have a definite program. 
First, we are finding out what it 
can best be used for. At the present 
time it seems clear that the greater 
part of it should be put into a dif- 
ferent type of crop—one which will 
take many years to harvest but one 
which, as the years go by, will, with- 
out question, be profitable and at 
the —— —_ aa ig: cally neces- 
sary—the growing of trees. 

“We are providing for the pur- 
chase and reforesting of these lands 
in a manner approved by the state, 
part of the cost being borne by the 
county and part by the state. 

“Use of this sub-marginal agricul- 
tural land for forestry will in the 
long run pay for itself and will 
from the very start begin to yield 
dividends in thé form of savings 
from waste. For instance, the farms 
to be abandoned will eliminate the 
necessity of maintaining hundreds 
of miles of dirt roads leading to 
these farms. The reforestation -of 
these farms eliminates the-need for 
providing thousands of miles of 
electric light and telephone lines 
reaching out into uneconomical 
territory. The _ reforestation of 
these farmer will eliminate the ex- 
istence and ‘upkeep of many small 
scattered one room schools,

HERE TO RID 
CITY OF THEM 


Modern Pied Piper Is 
Commencing War 


On Rodents 


Oliver Behel of Cedar Rapids, 
the modern Pied Piper minus his 
pipes, is in the city today preparing 
for a war against rats. He has the 
backing of the mayor and city 
health board and will work block 
by block in the business section 
exterminating the rodents . e 
will also make special trips to the 
residential. section and to manu- 
facturing plants. 

Mr. Behel has made a study of 
the habits and characteristics of 
rats. He declares that they are one 
of the most crafty and wary species 
of vermin in existance. 

A rat in the house, field or barr 
costs about $2 a year to maintain, 
he declared. There are as many 
rats in the country today as men, 
women and children, according to 
figures produced by Mr. Behel. Two 
hundred million dollars worth of 
produce is devoured or defiled an- 
nually by the rats, the expert de- 
clared. 

Rats are also one of the most 
common disease carriers and the 
dreaded “black death,” the bubonic 
plague, germs of which were car- 
ried by rats, caused the death of 
more people than were killed in all 
the wars in the history of man- 
kind, he said. 

Mr. Behel’s method of ridding the 
community of rats is through the 
administration of a special com- 
position which is harmless to any 
other animal besides the rodent. 
Cats, dogs, chickens and other do- 
mestic livestocks will suffer no ill 
effects from eating it, he said.

The problem in clothing stout 
figures is to emphasize height and 
to decrease width or breadth. The 
woman who is fat should not at- 
tempt to wear clothes designed for 
the slender.
